Police probe 
the death of 
young child 


Autopsy today. 

Few details emerge; 
homicide detectives 
saying little about case 


Neighbours say a young child, 
whose death is being investi¬ 
gated as suspicious, was a new¬ 
born. 

Homicide investigators ar¬ 
rived at the scene of a west 
Edmonton apartment complex 
Wednesday afternoon to inves¬ 
tigate the child’s death. An aut¬ 
opsy is expected Thursday. 

In the early stages of the in¬ 
vestigation, police were saying 
little about what might have 
happened.

that happened to a child,” 
said acting Staff Sgt. Andrew 
Hoglund. “They will know 
more tomorrow after the aut¬ 
opsy.” 

Police would not confirm 
the child’s age or gender, but 
neighbours believe the child 
was a newborn baby. 

Standing outside the three- 
storey apartment complex on 
156 Street near 103 Avenue, 
the building’s manager, Shan¬ 
non Beaverbones, said she 
didn’t know the woman who 


lived in the suite. 

“She was always veiy quiet 
and she kept to herself,” she 
said. 

Beaverbones said the 
O’Chiese First Nation, near 
Rocky Mountain House, owns 
the complex and rents out 
suites to students from the 
band who are studying in Ed¬ 
monton. She said the woman 
who rented the suite had 
guests Wednesday and she be¬ 
lieves it was their child who 
died. 

Another resident of the 
building, Larry Meechance, 
said there are few issues of 
concern at the building, and 
the young woman who lived 
in the apartment was never a 
problem. 

“This is a safe place and we 
are culturally-oriented people,” 
he said. “She is not a bad per¬ 
son, it’s just the people that she 
opened the doors to.”

Mayor looks 
to address 
suicides 
from High 
Level Bridge 

Mayor Stephen Mandel is 
hoping the city can do some 
thing to help the dozens of 
people a year who attempt to 
take their lives from the High 
Level Bridge. 

Mandel asked for a report 
on what the city could do 
around the bridge during Wed¬ 
nesday’s council meeting. 

“There is some real tragedy 
that comes out of the High 
Level, the actions people take, 
and we need to find a way to 
secure the High Level Bridge,” 
he said following the meeting. 

Edmonton police don’t 
keep exact statistics on the 
issue, but estimate they 
respond to a suicide or attempt 
on the bridge once per week. 

Const. Mike Walkom said 
suicides on the bridge are not 
uncommon, but are just one 
way people call out. 

He said the police try to 
make sure they follow up after 
attempts to make people get 
help. 

Jodie Mandiclc, who super¬ 
vises the Support Network’s 
distress line, said whether a 
barrier would help is an open 
question. “There is no doubt 
that erecting a bridge barrier 
would reduce suicide attempts 
and completion in that specific 
site; the question is whether 
or not that would reduce total 
overall numbers of suicide,” 
she said, ryantumilty/metro

Victim in his 20s. Police probe mall shooting death 


Autopsy results are expected 
Thursday, following a shooting 
Tuesday night in the parking 
lot of a mall on the city’s north 
side. 

The homicide unit of the 
Edmonton Police Service is in¬ 
vestigating the shooting, which 
police said killed a man in his 
mid-20s. 

In a release issued early 
Wednesday morning, police 
said patrol members responded 
to a call of shots fired at Lon¬ 
donderry Mall around 9:15 
p.m., in the upper parking lot 
on the south side of the shop¬ 


ping centre. 

Upon arrival, police said 
they found witnesses provid¬ 
ing CPR to a male victim in his 
mid-20s, who was then rushed 
to hospital where he was pro¬ 
nounced dead on arrival. 

Witnesses said the shoot¬ 
ing occurred outside Entrance 
6, where multiple people were 
leaving the mall as it closed. Be¬ 
tween six and eight shots rang 
out, according to witnesses. 

“Witness accounts suggest 
there were multiple shots fired, 
and with many people leaving 
the shopping mall at that time,

we’re veiy fortunate there 
weren’t more casualties,” EPS 
Duty Officer Erik Johnson said 


in a press release. 

The homicide section con¬ 
tinues to investigate, and are 
looking for two suspects who 
fled the scene, EPS spokes¬ 
person Scott Pattison said Wed¬ 
nesday morning. 

At the scene later on Wed¬ 
nesday morning, things ap¬ 
peared to be back to normal, 
though cleanup was underway, 
as glass was scattered over the 
pavement due to parked cars 
being hit by bullets. 

The death marks the sixth 
homicide of 2013 in Edmonton.

Teachers in one Alberta city 
“didn’t see anything that 
would benefit them” in a ten¬ 
tative contract offering they 
voted down Tuesday, accord¬ 
ing to the province’s top in¬ 
structor representative. 

Alberta Teachers’ Associa¬ 
tion President Carol Hender¬ 
son now says a “Plan B” may 
be needed after St. Albert re¬ 
jected the deal. She plans to 
raise the matter with Educa¬ 
tion Minister Jeff Johnson 
during a meeting Thursday. 

“We knew this could hap¬ 
pen,” Henderson said Wed¬ 
nesday. “We also knew that 
we wanted to give all teach¬ 
ers a chance to be heard.” 

The contract being 
weighed by both instructors 
and school boards specifies it 
must receive unanimous sup¬ 
port ahead of a May 13 dead¬ 
line. Twenty-five teaching 
groups have approved it; St. 
Albert is the first to oppose. 

The contract comes with 
what the province claims is 
a three-year salaiy freeze —

Downtown. Mayor calls 
out province on arena

The Associated Press war photographer Emilio Morenatti lost his leg during an 
attack while on assignment in Afghanistan. He tells his story to encourage survivors 
who lost a limb or more in the Boston Marathon bombings 

MESSAGE OF HOPE FOR BOSTON SURVIVORS 


for two weeks in southern 
Afghanistan as a photog¬ 
rapher when our eight-wheel 
armoured Stryker vehicle hit 
a roadside bomb. 

When I came to, my left 
foot was hanging by a few 
tendons. 

They loaded me onto a 
helicopter next to a soldier 
who had lost both of his legs 
and we locked hands as the 
chopper took off. The solidar¬ 
ity in that moment is the 
last thing I remember before 
waking up in a hospital tent 
to find my left leg had been 
amputated below the knee. 
But fortunately my knee was 
intact, and that would make 
a substantial difference in 


my future mobility, the doc¬ 
tors told me. 

The difference between 
those who lost limbs in 
Boston and me is that I knew 
I was taking a risk in a war 
zone, while they had merely 
gone out to cheer friends and 
relatives at a family sporting 
event. They weren’t sup¬ 
posed to be in danger. 

For months after the 
explosion I was tortured by 
so many “what ifs.” I imagine 
those in Boston whose bodies 
were torn up by nails or the 
blasts have similar thoughts: 
Why didn’t I stand at mile 
25, go for water, leave earlier, 
stay home? I would like to 
tell them that these ques- 


I n the first horrific mo¬ 
ments after the Boston 
bombings, with smoke 
still billowing around the 
wounded, I know what is go¬ 
ing through the minds of the 
maimed victims. 

They are at once con¬ 
scious and unconscious. They 
want to scream, but they 
cannot scream. They want to 
wake up from a nightmare, 
but they are awake. 

Overcome with a sense 
of deja vu, I feel my past 
converge with the future of 
those wounded spectators. 

I lost my leg in a bomb 
blast. I know the violent 
shock of a day that begins 
well and ends with an 
amputation, the fog of drugs 
and surgery, the months of 
painful rehabilitation. 

I know the suffering that 
lies ahead for these people 
in Boston. And I know the 
possibilities, too. 

For those who lost a 
limb or more in the Boston 
Marathon, Monday, April 15, 
2013, was the day their world 
changed forever. 

Mine changed on Tuesday, 
Aug. 11, 2009.1 had been em¬ 
bedded with the U.S. military 


Prosthetics 


New amputees in Boston 
will discover that there is a 
whole world of prosthetics 
to choose from, says Emilio 
Morenatti. There are feet 
made for running, walk¬ 
ing, climbing, cycling, even 
for swimming and golfing. 
But there’s no all-terrain 
prosthesis, so in the end, he 
accumulated several. 


Morenatti normally wears 
a versatile, durable foot, 
but also carries a spare 
foot and a special one 
for running in a back¬ 
pack. He even has one 
for roller skating, which, 
after multiple clashes with 
trees, parked cars and the 
pavement, is now one of 
his favourite sports.

It took tremendous 
strength to learn to walk 
again. I needed practice, but 
practice rubbed my wounds 
raw. Exercise was essen¬ 
tial and exercise produced 
blisters where the prosthesis 
was joined to my leg — more 
like hot pain. 

Like the amputees in 
Boston today, 3 1/2 years 
ago I joined a community 
to which no one wishes to 
belong. I have changed over 
the years, as they will. I am 
more vulnerable now. 

If I were to offer advice, it 
would be that it’s possible to 
accept help without feeling 
dependent. And I would tell 
them the greatest truth I 
have learned is that I am a 
man who had a leg ampu¬ 
tated, not an amputee. 

I am still a whole person.

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Woman must remove niqab, judge says 


Sexual assault 
trial. Ontario judge 
concerned woman's 
covered face would 
hinder her credibility 


An Ontario judge has ruled 
that a woman must remove 
her face-covering veil to 


testify against the men she 
is accusing of sexual as¬ 
sault. 

The judge says the 
woman’s niqab “masks her 
demeanour and blocks both 
effective cross-examination 
by counsel for the accused 
and assessment of her cred¬ 
ibility by the trier of fact.” 

The 37-year-old woman, 
known only as N.S., alleges 
two men sexually assaulted 


her over five years, starting 
when she was six years old. 

The question of whether 
she should be allowed to 
testify while wearing her 
niqab went to the Supreme 
Court, which issued a split 
decision but set out a test 
for judges to decide in indi¬ 
vidual cases. 

The case is now back in 
provincial court, and Judge 
Norris Weisman ruled the 


woman must remove her 
veil to testify. 

Weisman noted that 
he had to balance her reli¬ 
gious freedom with the ac¬ 
cused men’s right to a fair 
trial, but in the end he was 
concerned that her face 
covering would hinder as¬ 
sessment of her credibility, 
possibly resulting in wrong¬ 
ful convictions.

A crime is a crime, regardless 
of whether it happens on the 
Internet, Prime Minister Ste¬ 
phen Harper said Wednesday 
as his government promised to 
expedite efforts to create a new 
law against cyberbullying. 

Harper’s comments fol¬ 
lowed his meeting Tuesday 
with the parents of Rehtaeh 
Parsons, the Nova Scotia teen¬ 
ager who took her own life ear¬ 
ner this month. Parsons’ par¬ 
ents want federal laws beefed 
up so more can be done to 
combat cybercrime. 


Justice Minister Rob Nichol¬ 
son, meanwhile, pushed his 
provincial and territorial 
counterparts Wednesday to 
speed up efforts to create a law 
that would curb cyberbullying. 
Those ministers gave him the 
go-ahead, Nicholson said. 

“Today, when I met with my 
counterparts, I recommended 
that we expedite the review 
of our laws by June and I was 
pleased to receive unanimous 
support,” Nicholson said in an 
emailed statement.

Rescuers tried to free dozens 
believed trapped in the con¬ 
crete rubble after an eight- 
storey building that housed 
garment factories collapsed, 
killing at least 149. 

Searchers cut holes in the 
jumbled mess of concrete with 
drills or their bare hands, pass¬ 
ing water and flashlights to 
those pinned inside the build¬ 
ing near the capital, Dhaka. 

“I gave them whistles, 
water, torchlights. I heard them 
ciy. We can’t leave them be¬ 
hind this way,” said fire official 
Abul Khayer. Rescue operations 
continued through the night. 

The disaster came less than 


five months after a factoiy fire 
killed 112 people and under¬ 
scored the unsafe conditions 
in Bangladesh’s massive gar¬ 
ment industiy. 

The complex that collapsed 
included a bank and shopping 


mall as well as factories that 
produced a “small number” 
of items for Canadian retailer 
Loblaws’ Joe Fresh clothing 
line, among other customers. 

“We are extremely sad¬ 
dened to learn of the collapse 


of a building complex in Ban¬ 
gladesh and our condolences 
go out to those affected by 
this tragedy,” Loblaws spokes¬ 
woman Julija Hunter said in 
an email.

The Montreal suspect ac¬ 
cused of plotting a terror at¬ 
tack on a passenger train al¬ 
legedly met with an al-Qaida 
operative before coming to 
Canada in the summer of 
2008, sources say. 

This put him on the radar 
of security officials in Can¬ 
ada, say the sources, who 
have knowledge of the inves¬ 
tigation into the alleged VIA 
Rail plot. 

Tunisian-born Chiheb 
Esseghaier has been under 
surveillance for a year, and 


police became increasingly 
concerned after what was 
seen as erratic conduct 
aboard an airliner en route 
to Mexico last spring. 

However, it was a recent 
change in behaviour that 
triggered police to arrest him 
at a McDonald’s in Mont¬ 
real’s Central Station — not 
political expediency or the 
Boston bombing, sources 
said. 

His co-accused, Raed Jas- 
er, was arrested at his North 
York workplace on Monday. 

In a Toronto court Wed¬ 
nesday, Esseghaier asked to 
speak, saying, “We know 
that this Criminal Code is 
not a holy book.” 

“It’s just written by a set 
of creations, and the cre¬ 
ations, they’re not perfect 
because only the creator is 
perfect,” he added.

A disturbing fact has emerged 
in the Ottawa trial of three ac¬ 
cused teen pimps. 

After the first alleged vic¬ 
tim complained to police, it 
took cops almost three weeks 
to make an arrest.

As the first alleged victim 
took the stand this week, the

Police had the accused 
girls’ names, addresses and 
copies of Faceboolc messages 
between them and the al¬ 
leged victim. 

Yet a second girl was al¬ 
legedly victimized by all three 
accused on May 30, 2012. 

That girl, the Crown al¬ 
leges, was brought to three 
different johns before she 
made it home and her mom 
called 911. 

Two more victims were al¬ 
legedly assaulted and photo¬ 
graphed naked on June 1, 
court heard.

IFAW spokesperson 

Michelle Cliffe said the dem¬ 
onstrators’ hostility was mis¬ 
placed because their cam¬ 
paign is not aimed at the 
aboriginal seal hunt. 

“We don’t know of any 
animal welfare group that’s 
opposed to Inuit subsistence 
hunting,” she said.

“They asked customers to 
be patient on Faceboolc and 
promised an email news¬ 
letter with updated shipping 
schedules, and at the end of 
the day, that’s all we received 
from Glymm — empty prom-

Paul Fournier, one of the 
founders of Glymm and — ac¬ 
cording to Linlcedln — a sales 
and e-commerce director at 
Montreal-based fashion brand 
Maclcage, has not returned 
phone calls.

Canadians paying 
off debt faster 

Fewer Canadians are letting 
their debt repayments 
lapse for more than three 
months compared to a year 
ago, according to a report 
by Equifax Canada. 

The study found that the 
percentage of unpaid non¬ 
mortgage debt classified as 
going into 90-day delin¬ 


quency was a moderate 1.2 
per cent in the first quarter 
of this year, a slight increase 
from 1.19 per cent in the 
fourth quarter. 

But Nadim Abdo, 
Equifax’s vice-president of 
consulting solutions, says 
this rate was markedly 
lower compared with 1.39 
per cent in the first quarter 
of2012. 

In the past, Equifax 
studies have shown that 
consumers tend to take out 


more loans — and do not 
pay them back as quickly — 
during periods of volatility 
or high unemployment. 

“There seems to be more 
financial control by the 
consumers and by the bank¬ 
ing and financial institu¬ 
tions,” said Abdo. “This is a 
very positive story. It shows 
a lot of financial control. 
People are not kind of going 
crazy, spending when they 
shouldn’t be spending.”

Barrick Gold Corp. under fire on all fronts 

Protesters display an effigy of Barrick Gold Corp.’s chairman and founder Peter Munk outside Toronto’s Metro 
Convention Centre Wednesday as the mining company held its annual meeting. While the protesters focused 
on environmental issues and corporate responsibility, shareholders expressed their disapproval by voting 
against an executive pay resolution. Barrick had come under fire for a $n.g-million signing bonus paid to 
co-chairman John Thornton that was part of a $i7-million payment package he received last year. The company 
has also been hit hard by falling gold prices, and work on its Pascua-Lama mine — which straddles the border 
of Chile and Argentina — was suspended by a Chilean appeals court amid environmental concerns about the 
construction of the world’s highest-altitude gold and silver mine. “This has been a tough year for Barrick and 
our shareholders. It seems as if our company has been under siege by several disappointments and setbacks,” 
CEO Jamie Sokalsky said during the meeting, chris young/the Canadian press

If there are two topics that all Canadians love, 
they are taxes and history As the tax deadline 
approaches, I thought it important to lookback 
at how Canadians came to be the happy, taxpay¬ 
ing nation that we are today 

Strap yourself in. It’s a wild ride. 

Time is Money: A History of Canadian Taxes 
1500s: Native groups collect percentages of 
food from passing European explorers. The 
Europeans are angry at first, but they are also 
early Canadians: They calm down when they 
learn that low-income explorers can reclaim a 
percentage of their cornmeal at the end of each 
fiscal year by attaching schedule C of form 1256 
to their tax form and checking the box “ voya- 
geurs, door-to-door salesmen and other itiner¬ 
ant workers.” 

1652: Louis XIV of France imposes a 10 per cent tax on moose 
pelts in his colony. At the time, this was considered a sin tax. You 
don’t want to know. 

1751: Nova Scotia begins charging duties on billiard tables. 
Furious Nova Scotians, disguised as aboriginals, raid three ships

in Halifax Harbour and try to throw hundreds 
of billiard tables into the sea, but only manage 
to throw out their backs. They’re angry at first, 
but also Canadian: They decide to get blind 
drunk instead, kicking off a tradition still ob¬ 
served by Haligonians to this day. 

1867: Canada (nowbetter known as The 
Harper Government) is created, forcing the 
need for tax-funded flags, calendars, and pen¬ 
cils with flags on them. The federal govern¬ 
ment is given the high-cost items of the time, 
such as railway buildings and finding the best 
performers for the big Canada Day bash. Can¬ 
adians are angry at first, but they’re Canadian: 
They calm down when they see that the feds 
scored Franz Liszt for the Parliament Hill con¬ 
cert. 

1884: The federal government places a vice tax on snuff. In 
an attempt to counter the obvious moral issues, the government 
labels each snuff tin with a 1-88-SNUFF-OUT number and a mes¬ 
sage asking, “Snuffed Enuff?” 

1917: Prime Minister Robert Borden introduces the Income

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Metallica’s new genre-bending 
3D concert to show on IMAX 


Concert footage. Band 
leader Lars Ulrich

Metallica already planned to 
go big with its new 3D film. 
IMAX is helping make the 
debut for Metallica Through 
The Never giant-sized. The 
film that mixes concert foot¬ 
age with a dramatic narra¬ 
tive and CGI will open Sept. 
27, becoming the first movie 
to debut on IMAX’s chain of 
super-sized screens. The film 
will open wide a week later. 

“To be at the forefront in 
this situation where IMAX has 
never done this is veiy excit¬ 
ing,” Metallica drummer Lars 
Ulrich said. “It’s also a bit of 
a confidence booster. Being in 
the movie-making business is 


not necessarily our forte and 
it’s been a very interesting 
three years. We’ve learned 
a lot about a lot of different 
things. The recognition from 
IMAX and to be able to have 
our fans and people that are 
interested in this film to see it 
and experience it in the IMAX 
format is super cool.” 

Ulrich, in his first inter¬ 
view about the movie, 
chuckled at the long road 
the film, directed by Nimrod 
Antal and released by Pic- 
turehouse, has taken to near 
completion. It remains in 
post-production where con¬ 
cert and narrative footage are 
being knitted together with 
CGI effects to create some¬ 
thing the band thinks will be 
completely different from the 
average concert film. 

“Any filmmaker hopes 
people like a film,” Ulrich 
said, “but what I can guar¬ 
antee is that it will be un¬ 
like anything that anybody’s 
ever seen before — so at least 
that’s something. And for

Since directing Garden State, 
Zach Braff has continually 
prepared music in an iTunes 
playlist titled, For Next Mov¬ 
ie. Nine years and hundreds 
of saved songs later, Braff 
hopes he’s finally making his 
follow-up to Garden State — 
if his fans can help. 

On Wednesday, in the 
wake of the enormously suc¬ 
cessful Veronica Mars Kick- 
starter campaign, the Scrubs 
star launched a crowd-fund¬ 
ing campaign to make his 
next movie. For the next 30 
days, he’ll try to raise $2 mil¬ 
lion on Kickstarter for Wish I 
Was Here, a film he co-wrote 
with his brother Adam. 

Braff’s movie is the most 
notable film project since 
Rob Thomas sent shock 
waves through Hollywood by 
turning to fans to resurrect 



his long-cancelled, cultishly 
adored private eye TV series. 

While Kickstarter has for 
years been a helpful source 
of financing for small in¬ 
dependent films, Veronica 
Mars showed it could also be 
a galvanizing platform for 
bigger names, greater sums 
and larger scale movies.

Love & Hip Hop. Mona

Mona Scott-Young used to 
wake up in cold sweat at 
night, wondering if she 
made the right decision to 
leave her list of high-profile 
hip-hop clients to branch 
off and create reality tele¬ 
vision shows. 

That’s a dilemma the 
creator of the popular real¬ 
ity series Love & Hip-Hop on 
VHI doesn’t have to worry 
about anymore. 

“I was leaving some¬ 
thing that I had built for 
nearly 20 years of my life,” 
recalled Scott-Young, who 
was the co-founder of Vio¬ 
lator Management with the 
late Chris Lighty. 

Their company repre¬ 
sented some of music’s top 
artists from LL Cool J to 50 
Cent to Missy Elliot. 

Feeling complacent and 
unfulfilled, Scott-Young left 
Violator and started her 
own film production com¬ 
pany, Monami Entertain¬ 
ment. 

The fear was strong, she 
said, 

“But it was exhilarating 
to start over because I had a 
new lease on life, venturing 
into territories unknown 
for me and just starting 
from scratch.” 

Love & Hip-Hop, cre¬ 
ated with Jim Ackerman, is 
broken up into two differ¬ 
ent shows — one based in 
New York and another in 
Atlanta. 

Each show primarily fo¬ 
cuses on six women and 
the supporting cast of men 
who are connected to the 
hip-hop industry, following 
their personal lives and ca¬ 
reers. 

The series doesn’t in¬ 
clude any big names, but 
the over-the-top dramatic 
story lines make it compel¬ 
ling to watch — and also a 
target of criticism. 

The second season of 
L&HH: Atlanta premieres 
Monday night on VHI, star¬ 
ring Stevie J, K. Michelle, Lil 
Scrappy and Rasheeda.

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Rhubarb balances sweetness in pork 


An import from England, rhu¬ 
barb was known in 19th cen¬ 
tury America as “the pie plant” 
because that was where it usu¬ 
ally ended up. But rhubarb’s 
acidity makes it a great addi¬ 
tion to savoury dishes, too. 

On the shelf in your grocery 
store, rhubarb looks a lot like 
celery, except that it’s usually 
a fetching reddish-purple in 
colour. It comes in long, slen¬ 
der stalks, with strings running 
from top to bottom. To elimin¬ 
ate the toughness of the strings,

some cooks peel their rhubarb 
before cooking. You can deal 
with the issue by thinly slicing 
the stalks across the grain of 
the strings. 

Given its high water con¬ 
tent, turning rhubarb into a 
sauce requires little more than 
cooking it. It breaks down 
quickly and becomes nice and 
thick. In this recipe, it needed 


some counter-balancing sweet¬ 
ness, so adding a splash of fresh 
orange juice does the trick. 

As for the cut of pork on 
which we ladle this sauce, go 
with the tenderloin instead of 
its neighbour, the loin. Both are 
lean, but they call it the tender¬ 
loin, after all, for a reason. How¬ 
ever, this isn’t to say it won’t 
turn out tough and dry if you 


overcook it, so be sure to keep 
your eye on the cooking time. 

1. Trim off thin end piece of 
each tenderloin, cutting off 
about 3-inch section. Slice re¬ 
maining portion of each ten¬ 
derloin crosswise into 3/4-inch 
rounds. You should end up with 
about 18 pieces, including 2 
thin sections cut from the ends. 


4 . In bowl, whisk water and 
cornstarch, then add to sim¬ 
mering broth in stream, whisk¬ 
ing. Return sauce to boil, then 
whisk in mustard and any 
juices that have collected on 
the plate from the pork. 

5 . To serve, divide pork be¬ 
tween 6 plates, then top with 
some sauce. Garnish with

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Sensory gardens: Five ways 
to perfect your outdoor oasis 


Touch, see, taste, hear 
and smell your yard. 

Choose the senses you 
want to focus on and 
transform your space 
into something special 


The silky petals of a fragrant 
pink shrub rose; the crunchy 
texture of a gravel path; a 
nook where grass rustles and 
a stream runs. What we smell, 
see, hear, touch and taste can 
make a garden walk a wonder¬ 
ful sensoiy experience. If you’re 
designing a garden, consider cre¬ 
ating one that’s a feast for one, 
several or all of the senses. 

Public examples that can pro¬ 
vide inspiration include the Wil¬ 
liam T. Bacon Sensoiy Garden at 
the Chicago Botanic Garden and 
the Lemer Garden of the Five 
Senses at the Coastal Maine Bo¬ 
tanic Garden in Boothbay. 

At the Bacon, a large syca¬ 
more tree with mottled bark sits 
at the centre, while a crabapple 
meadow bursts into a cloud of 
sweet-smelling pink and white in 
spring. At the Lemer, a labyrinth 
path made of smooth stones is a 
reflexologist’s delight. Weeping 
larches flank the entry, and ver¬ 
tical cage planters called “flower 
towers” are stocked by garden 
staff with a variety of flavourful 
plantings. Stone sinks offer water 
to cleanse the palate. If you want 
to create your own sensoiy gar¬ 
den, pick the senses you want to 
focus on and get to work. 

Sight 

A swath of cool blues, purples 
and whites provides a sooth¬ 
ing, tranquil atmosphere. 

Warm yellows, oranges and 


reds are more energetic. 
Varieties of green — pines, 
grasses, ornamental shrubs 
— can bring a Zen vibe to the 
garden. You may want to add 
some artistic elements as well, 
especially if you have small 
children — hanging ribbons or 
mobiles, or ornamentals that 
attract wildlife. Consider bee 
balm, red columbine, lantana 
and trumpet vine to draw 
hummingbirds. Echinacea, 
buddleia, black-eyed susan, Joe 
Pye weed, coreopsis and violets 
will call the butterflies. How 
is the garden experienced at 
night? Think of white blooms 
and foliage that reflect the 
moonlight and lights under 
water in a pond. 

Touch 

Consider plants with an inter¬ 
esting feel. Fuzzy lamb’s ears, 
soft mosses and succulents, 
cottony silver sage, prickly or 
spiky thistles, broom, conifers 
and other trees with intriguing 
bark. For the hardscaping, 
you’ll want pebbles, stones 
or gravel, or a padded path of 
grass, fine mulch or sand. 

A metal bench that warms in 
the sun and cools in the shade 
provides additional tactile 
interest. 

Sound 

Put seating near rustling 
grasses or hard-stemmed 
plants like bamboo that make 
knocking noises in a breeze. 
Deciduous tree leaves whoosh, 
and pine trees whisper. A little 
portable trickling fountain 
makes even a small garden feel 
grounded in nature; a water 
feature of any sort will likely 
attract songbirds and small ani¬ 
mals or reptiles. A wind chime 
may play a tune in the slightest 


breath of air. 

Taste 

Plant edibles like nastur¬ 
tiums, mint, pansies and ber¬ 
ries that can be eaten right 
off the bush as visitors walk 
your garden. 


Smell 

Jasmine, geranium, rose, 
honeysuckle, gardenia, 
lavender. If your zone allows 
for one or two of these heady 
scents, you’ll have a featured 
performer in your sensoiy 
garden, the associated press

“I just had a hard time 
throwing a strike,” Johnson 
said. “Kind of lost feel, and 
obviously that’s a terrible 
way to lose a game.” 

Izturis said, “I just tried to 
look for a pitch and drive it 
up the middle. But he threw 
high fastballs, so on 2-01 tried 
to be patient and make him 
throw strikes.” 

That didn’t happen, and the 
last-place Blue Jays got out of 
town with a much-needed win. 

“When you are struggling 
as a team and you have a lead 
and it evaporates, it’s hard,” 
Gibbons said. “We haven’t 
played great baseball, but we 
haven’t been swept.” 

One night earlier, the Ori¬ 


oles won their 100th con¬ 
secutive game when leading 
after the seventh inning. 
In this one, their streak of 
extra-inning wins — 16 of 
which came last year — 
came crashing to a halt. It 
was the longest run since the 
Pittsburgh Pirates won 21 
straight in 1959-60. 

“It’s not something I dwell 
on,” Orioles manager Buck 
Showalter said. “I know our 
guys don’t. But I understand 
how it’s noteworthy.” 

Esmil Rogers (1-1) pitched 
the 10th and Casey Janssen 
got three straight outs for his 
sixth save. 

Toronto starter Brandon 
Morrow took a two-hitter and 
a 5-2 lead into the seventh, 
but the right-hander failed in 
his bid to earn his first win of 
the season. Morrow gave up 
three earned runs and three 
hits — all of them doubles — 
in 6 1/3 innings. 

Gibbons didn’t go the 
distance, either. He received 
his first ejection of the year 
after resuming an argument 
started by Lawrie over a called 
third strike, the associated press
